fiftEEHBANK CQHMUMTY HISTORY 

By R. W: Brown. 

The roads of the Greenbank com¬ 
munity, In the pioneer days were 
very rough affairs. The pioneers a»*t- 
ed quite literally on the belief that 
a straight line Is the shortest dis¬ 
tance twtween two points. The pi 
oneer road builders were Inclined to 
go straight up hill and down; and 
and would go directly over a ridge 
than to wind through a hollow, and 
contend with side culling, laur e 


thickets ard ledg«s. of rcn*k. They 
had no time for grading, and a road 
through deep, narrow parses was 
considered xety dat gerous. as they 
afforded a good opportunity for In¬ 
dian* to lay in ainhush. But the 
■ wo ds had less under brush than now 
and a mparat ively ensy to open a 
j wagon waK and as for bridges 11 was

When tl e flrtt set tiers, appeared in 
the Gfitnhat.lt ^community Indian 
paths follow id the ville)H and cross¬ 
ed the ridges.

In 1791. when Bath 
C uinly was organized, Samuel Vance

I) strict 'which Included the Green 
bank community; of the 47tl taxable 
people listed owned 1376 horses. 4 
callages, and 132 slaves Ti»e Grand 
total for Greater Bath County, Tltli- 
ables, 790, owned 2010 head of horses 
I70 slaves and 4 carriages ) Never- 
tln less, now and then, there was a 
pioneer who had a wagon, and the 
moie important ro^iis had to be wid¬ 
ened enough to permit the u*e of a 
vehicle: some portions of the aborig¬ 
inal highways and the pioneer bridle 
pa*ha still exist In the form of Coun 
ty lb ads and the State Highway h 
laying out such roads the pioneers 
followed the trails that the Indians 
had made: For long generations the 
Bed ii en had followed the same paths 
heath g them smooth and deep In the 
forest earth, and the pioneers of the 
Greenbank community recited the 
fact that the old Indian trails or 
roads appeared to diverge In every 
direction from the vicinity of the 
forks of Deer Creek. It appears that 
this seel Ion of the country was a 
special meeting place of the Indians 
in prehistoric times. Some mystery 
seems to envelop the 'Mine Bank" 
and the "FuYnace Hollow" • The 
Furnace IIollow U situated on the 
north side of the Deer Creek on the 
Little mountain side, formerly on the 
lands of the plonee Warwicks, now 
on tlie lands of Willie Sheets. A 
score of more of furnaces or Inclosed 
tire places were built near the m)uth 
of the hollow; they look like piles of 
nocks now. The pioneers nev» r knew 
Hie purpose of Hie Iumaos, but 
learned from the Indians th; t sime 
profound secret appeared lo nslroud 
the Mine Bank and the Fun ace IN 
low. 

When the Indians saw the pioneers 
building life Warwick Fort at Hie 
forks of Deer Creek they were exas 
pc rated ard many skirmishes o cur- 
red affprw ards when they saw they 
were going to lose their old camping, 
hurtling and Ashing grounds We 
have It hy a direct I In* of tradition, 
i hat a I at d of about t .Irty or forty 
I'ldians returned to th Ir old camp- 
tig ground near the Mine Bank, on 
i trier dly mission, which may have 
ucctined about tin year of 1800. Any 
way it did not occur until after 
"Muri” Antlion> Wayne had brought 
aU.nt a treaty wifi the Indians In 
in 1795. These Indians were old 
waniors. with their wives and some 
hois. Their camping place was on 
the lar ds of Andrew Warwick. In his 
sugar orchard, which is now owned 
by GralzSIaven, and may have been 
oear the location of the Fraternal 
Park. One line of* tradition of the 
return of the Indians, to the vicini¬ 
ty of the Mine Hank Is. that Ellea- 
belli Warwick, daughter of the pio¬ 
neer John Warwick, who became the 
wife of John Slaven, on April 3, 1773. 
and was living on the Greenbrier Riv¬ 
er near the town of Frank; In cora- 
ian> with her daughtlr, Annie Sla%en 
decided to spend a few days with her 
brother. Andrew Warwick. l T pon 
their arrival their he rses became ter¬ 
ribly frightened when they rode Into 
Hie camp of the Indians, but their 


I »vn fear was soon assauged whet. 
Iny saw some white folks standing 
•ear hy a id learned that the Indians 

ere not hi tlie war path. The In* 
bans were 1 Miiirlnr around on the 
rrotmd watching toe boys shoot bird* 

om the tops of sugar trees, with 
| mw hi id arrows. The Indians sain 
.hey were passing through the coun 
ry, visiting for the last time the 
'raves of their fore fathers. At least 
hey left that impression on th*- ] 
uinds of the early settlers. 

Many prospectors have visited the 
'Mine Bank" and the 'Furnace Hoi 
o* * with maps or plat* showing the 
telln* a* ions of the vicinity of the 
Junction of the North Fork and Dee? 
!reek t the Mine Bank and Furnace 
follow. The m ips appeared to di 
/ulge the fact, that upon thullng a 
ertain keystone or rock hy a given 
tearing therefrom, would lead the 
vay to some hidden treasure, mineral 
•r some natural compound of metal, 
ir other treasure. Hut however, th** 
•nigma that enshrouds Mine Bank, Is 
•eft for the writer of romance. With¬ 
in the past twenty years the Mine 
Hank has been known to catcth on 
Are twice and emit Are and smoke 
ind burn for a year at a time. The 
viftne Bank Is Arst mentioned In the 
records, In giving the local descrlp 
Ion of the Thomas Cart mill paten 
nearing date of June 1780, and Is 
•ailed for near the point where the 
bank catches on Are. 

Carrying by pack horses, however, 
had become a great business, In the 
pioneer days and the horse owners 
were very angry when the wagons be 
gan to take away their trade. 

The Arst wagons were built very 
large and strong, to carry freight, 
tnd was drawn by four and sometimes 
six horses. These wagons were unu¬ 
sually long and the beds curved up 
ward at tlie ends, so that Inside and 
out they were shaped somewhat like 
a canoe, the advantage of this was 
that the loads did not slide, but rode 
steadily when the wagons went up 
and down steep hills The wheels 
were very large and had wide tires 
so that the heavy loads would not cut 
the roads. They were painted blue 
and red and covered with a cahopy of 
cloth, so that thev looked like the 
"prairie schooners" which In later 
days were the emigrant wagons of 
the western plains. Each wagon had 
a tool box fastened on the side, and a 
tar bucket and water pall hung be 
np-Hi. The last one of those old style 
» g ns was owned by the late Henry 
Si ee s. The horses were well fed. 
matched and strong with good har¬ 
ness and many jingle bells. The driv 
en* were rough and ready men, whj 
camped by the road tide when night 
came, and would sit around the camp 
fires and tell stories, and enjoy their 
own repast, whkdi consisted of Aat 
cake, corn pone, fried in ham, bacon 
and eggs, and good coffee, and always 
I Tad a qint of the very best whiskey 
for their stomach's sake, and never 
fall* d to thank the l>ord for Timo¬ 
thy’s stomach. The old pioneer wag¬ 
oners were an honest and sociable 
cl its. and was always loyal to each 
other. When a driver was stuck In 
the mud he had to wait until another 
team came up when they would pull 
him out upon hard ground again. 

Soon as the old wagon roads were 
constructed from the Warm Springs, 
and across the Alleghany Mountains, 
practically on the same route of the 
Staunton and Parkersburg pike but 
about 50 years before Claude Croxet 
located the new pike- Scores of tho^e 
wagons were going and coming on the 
rosds In the days when people were 
not dreaming of freight trains, and 
the large trucks and autos; and no 
doubt those pioneers wagons which 
was called "Conestoga" seemed as 
important then as a freight trail, of 
a special truck line, now appears to 
us. The early seit.ers of Hie Green 
bank community wou'd make a round 
trip Iq the city of Richmond tn six 
weeks; they would Uke a load of ven¬ 
ison, and maple suga? and trade it In 
the city of Richmond for produce 
such as the pioneers needed. Later 
when Staunton became a railroad cen

Dual Storms In Ollier Landa 

Spectacular dual alorma. such as 
have been so frequently In this coun¬ 
try occurs from time to 'line la many 
outer parts of the world, says the 
United stale* Weather Bureau. 

Ooe ol Hie moat remarkable dual 
rails in history re.ulied from a greet 
storm Which raged over the dry 
ateppee of southern Ukraine In 1928. 
blowing up such denes clouds of dual 
I that day was turned Into night 
1 Such events are known on the Kus- 
alan aieppt-a ae black norms " It 
was estimated that 16,400.000 .000 
tons of earth waa swept up from the 
soil. Tlie greeter pait of this waa 
deposited within the Ukraine, but 
about 2,000 000 tone fell In Rumania 
and 1 . 600,000 ions In Poland. 

| In March Itfol heavy dust storm* 
occurred In tlie deserts of southern 
Algeria. A cyclonic storm sucked 
up duet and deposited It over an area 
extending as far as 1600 miles from 
the place of origin. Report* from 
hundreds of observers Indicated that 
l.800,000 Urns of dust (elf-over ICu- 
rope, one third of which fell north of 
the Alps, on the African coast tlie 
deposit was estimated at 160 , 000.000 
tone. 

"In 1002, a dust storm swept nealy 
the whole of Australia awd tlie sur¬ 
rounding ocean as far ae New Zee- 
land. At Melbourne, aoeordlng to 
one account, "the dust wait at times 
suffocatingly dense and tlie upper sir 
was so loaded with it that the suu 
was rarely visible. An many Inland 
towns the darkmes* produced almost 
equaled that of tlie blacklist night 
and In the houaes nothing could be 
done without lamps or oilier means 
of lighting. Added to till, were 
aoxe phenomena of an even more 
terrifying character. At Boort and 
in some parts of the Rlverlnatlie 
storm was aooom part led by a sort of 
globular lightning, and "fireballs" 
were seen (ailing In the fields and 
roads, „ 

Klectrlcal displays In the form of 
brush discharges (St Klmo's tire) are 
not uncommon In connection with 
our American dual storms.
